Quiet Investigation Or-
dered of Affidavits Sent
to State Department
That Guns Were Conceal-
ed on Ill-Fated Ship.

WABHINGTON, June 3,

The Adminlstration today started a
qulet (nvestigation Into the character of
the Individunls and the testimony they
prasented In their aMdavits Nled with the
Atate Departrment alleging that the Lusi-
tania carrled guns concealed under Ner
decks;

There was a wall-deined diffsrence of
opinion In Administration and diplomatie
cireles an ta the efMect these aMdavits
would have on the rejoinder Presldent
Wilson will make to the German reply
to his Lusitania note.

Counsellor Lannaing, of the Stale De-

made In the aMdavita were belng Inves-
tignted by Treasury oMelnls and the De-
partment of Junstice.

The pringipal aMdavit In
Stahle, 2 Leroy wstreet, New York
an follows:

“On the day prior to the salling of the
Lunitanin, 1 was nsked by my friend. A
Lieteh, who was employed as first cabln
steward, to help him to bring his trunk
aboard. In the course of the evening we
went on board without being hindersd
by the quartermaster on guard, -

“After having remulned some time In
the steward's quarters we went to the
atern maln deck. About 16 or 18 feel from
the entrance on port and starboard, re-
apectively, I saw two guns of 12 and 16
contimetres, They ware covered with
lenther, but the barrel was distinetly to
be mesin,. To matlefy my curloslty I un-
fustened the buckles to astertaln the
callbre of tha guns. [ could also ascer-
tain that the guns were mounted on
deck on wogden blochs, The guns ware
placed about three feet from the ship's
sides, and the wall could be removed at
that particular place.

"On the foredeck there wers also two
gune of the same callbre nnd covered In
the sama manner, They were poced at
about 15 to 2 feat from the entrance of
the crew's quarters and four feet from
the ship's side*
